tion. In a close 410 to 383 vote, the 
requested 21.4 operating millage was 
defeated. This reflected a 2.6 mill 
increase over last year’s 18.8 voted 
millage. 

Voters also overwhelmingly turned 
down the one mill request for a $52,000 
handicap elevator to be installed at the 
middle school. The vote was 488 against 
and 294 favoring the elevator. 

Superintendent Rich Kelly said he too 
is disappointed in the millage defeat. The 
second millage election Aug. 11 will 
include both the operating and elevator 
millage requests, he said. 

‘‘The school board worked hard to 
make the operating millage request as 
low as possible. And we’re going to have 
to make another request for the millage. I 
thought it was going to pass,’’ Kelly said. 

Kelly said the board discussed addi- 
tione: cuts which may have to be made 
*‘dexending on what our state aid cut will 
be, what the enrollment next year is and 
also on what our cash balance will be.’’ 

Governor William Milliken cut $35 
million from state aid in order to balance 
the state budget. Kelly said the direct 
effect of this cut will be an approximate 
$22,900 cut to the Boyne school district. 

BOYNE FALLS. voters also defeated 
the school board’s request to retain its

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Millage defeats reflect the times 


Because of the defeated request, 
Boyne Falls may have to be operating 
with 1.33 less mills or 20.91 mills next 
year. The vote was 88 to 84 to roll the 


millage back by 1.33 mills. 

Superintendent Bill Upton said the 
school board will have to make curricu- 
lum or staff cuts in order to operate 
within its budget. 

At the school board’s next meeting at 7 
p.m, Monday, at the school, the possible 
cuts will again be discussed, Upton said. 

The school board may consider 
whether to hold another election to 
request the additional! 1.33 mills. 

Upton summed up the defeat by 
saying ‘‘My guess is that there are a lot of 
people out of work here and that 


‘influenced their vote.”’

Almost 400 graduates county-wide 
will soon hit the streets looking for 
employment. Some. will seek temporary 
summer employment while many will be 
looking for a full-time, permanent job. 

But, who's hiring? 

At a time when the county unemploy- 
ment rate has hit an all-time high, where 
will these graduates work now that 
they’ve completed 13 years of education 
and are ready to ‘‘make it in the real 
world?”’ 


As The Press interviewed high school 
counselors, area personnel directors and 
employment professionals, the echo that 
‘‘times are tough’’ was repeated over and 
over. Almost every employer said his 
business is not hiring this summer, 
either part-time or full-time, and it is: 
quite possible that there won’t be any job 
openings this fall either. 

Courters, Boyne Essex, Medusa Ce- 
ment Company, and the East Jordan Iron 
Works, some of the county's largest 
employers are not hiring any additional 
help for the summer or have all ready 
hired any needed Sinployecs for the 
months ahead. 

Even wane smaller ¢ 
normally {use seasonal helj—super mar. qi 


kets, restaurants and clothing stores—*’ 


are not hiring for the summer. At some 
stores, part-time employees: will begin 
additional hours to help out during busy 
times. But many store owners aad 
managers will attempt to ‘‘make it alone’ 
with no additional help. 


Statistically, the number of unem- 
ployed Michigan workers during the 
month of May surpassed the worst rate of 
the 1974-75 recession, according to 
estimates released by the Michigan 
Employment Security Commission 
(MESC). 

There are currently 607,000 people out 
of work. statewide, or a 14.0 percent 
unemployment rate. The current May 
estimates are nearly double those of last 
year, May 1979, when the state's 
unemployment rate was 7.2 percent with 
310,000 people out-of-work.

Petoskey MESC office, the county unem- 
ployment rate is over 15 percent, and it is 
even higher for the high school graduate. 

‘We've definitely had a lot of grad- 
uates coming in looking for employment. 
A lot of them are not finding it, though,” 
McCullough said. 

A file is kept at the employment 
commission on job listings and Friday 
when The Press inquired about how many 
jobs were listed, there were none. 
‘Finding a job right now is tough,’' 
McCullough said. When graduates and 
others come in looking for a job, they are 
requested to fill out a job eligibility form 
listing their qualifications and past 
experiences. The commission then 
matches job-seekers with employers they 
have tisted in their files. 

What advice is McCullough giving to 
graduates Jooking for a job? ‘‘Knock ona 
lot of doors. And don’t give up is what I 
tell the kids,’’ he said. 

COUNSELORS OF LITTLE HELP 

Counselors at East Jordan, Boyne 
City, Boyne Falls and Charlevoix High 
Schools admit there's little they can do to 
help students find a job. They suggest 
vocational skills may help students find 
the kind of employment they may be most 
interested in. 

Charlevoix High School has also spon- 
‘sored a Career Exploration Program to 
help students learn how to fill out job 
applications and prepare for an interview. 

The counselors report that students are 
having more difficulty finding jobs this 
summer than in the past. 

Between 35 and 60 percent of the 
graduated students at the various high 
schools will be going on to college, 
counselors said. But between 50 and 60 
percent of the seniors at each school plan 
to stay in the area and seek permanent 
employment. 

‘Jobs aren’t here for adults let alone 
for the graduates,’’ said East Jordan 
counselor Chub Rothenburger. '‘I've told 
seniors who came to me for help in 
looking for a job, to pray that the 
economy gets better. Charlevoix County 
is not the only area affected, it’s 
nationwide." | 

Boyne Falls counselor Jim Crowell said 
that for many graduates getting a job is 
just a matter of being in the right place at 
the right time. ‘‘It’s just a matter of 
hanging around and hoping something 
opens up somewhere along the line,’’ he 
said. 

Boyne City counselor Glen Irwin told 
graduating seniors not to be discouraged. 
‘There are jobs out there for the creative 
job seeker. I told the graduates not to be 


' discouraged and keep their heads up and 


keep looking. They’ve begun to enter the 
real world.”

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So many graduates stay around the 
area because of its beauty, Charlevoix 
counselor Gayle Kaczynski said. 
‘There's a strong attachment to the area, 
so that even a lot of those who go away for 
college this fall will come back next 
summer or after they graduate to look for 
full-time employment,'' she said. 

AREA INDUSTRIES NOT HIRING 

A survey of area industries taken by 
The Press indicate that the counselors are 
correct that there aren't many job 
Openings. 

The outlook for summer employment 
is not very good,’ said Medusa Cement 
Company office manager Clem Wagner. 
The Charlevoix-based 
budgeted for some summer employees to 
fill in for vacationing full-time employees, 
but Wagner said those positions have 
already been filled. He would not say how 
many summer employees were hired. 

“We're not hiring any longer (this 
summer) and I don't think we'll be hiring 
come fall,” he said. Wagner | 
Medusa's work force has been stable, 
about 150 people are employeed at the 
plant, but because of a slowdown in the 
building industry, business for the ce- 
ment plant has slowed proportionally. 

Courters, Inc. of Boyne City closes its 
doors for two weeks this summer to give 
employees vacations all at the same time. 
Prior to this action, the company hired 
temporary help to fill in for vacationing 
employees. Approximately 20 new posi- 
tions were created during previous 
summers. 

“Our business is holding, but we’re 
not hiring any people this summer,”’ 
personnel manager Ken Gilbert said. 
Wiil Courters be hiring this fall? ‘‘No, it 
will be sometime before we will be hiring 
anyone at all,’’ he said. 

Spring and summer is normally the 


busiest period for Essex, Inc, of Boyne 


City, said personnel director Jim Gian- 
toni, but Essex wil! not be hiring any 
additional employees this summer. Since 
Essex is auto-related Giantoni said “we 
take things a week at a time here. We did 
not hire last summer and [| don’t forsee 
any hiring this summer. Plus we have 
people on lay-off who would have to be 
hired back first,’’ he said. 

‘It’s really sad that we and others are 
not hiring graduates, because | know 
these kids need tuition money for college. 
And they’re really good workers,’’ Gian- 
toni added. 

According to the personnel director of 
East Jordan Iron Works, there'll be no 
hiring there this summer or fall. ‘‘We 
have qualified people on lay-off that we 
would have to call back first before 
adding new employees,’’ Bill C. Chris- 
tensen said. —

~ New engine set 
to arrive this week 
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BOYNE CITY - A new 38 ton diesel 
engine for the Boyne Valley Railroad was 


- scheduled to arrive early this week at the 


Boyne Falls Depot. 
The locomotive was'to arrive last week 


and was going to be used to pull the 
Artrain cars into Boyne City for its stay. 


June. 12-16, according to a ‘railroad 
spokesman. But, because of a delay, a 

“‘trackmobile’’ was used to pull the cars 
into place by The Depot Restaurant in 


downtown Boyne City. 


_Whether the Boyne Valiey Railroad will 


‘run this summer will be decided at the 


stockholder’s meeting at 2 p.m., June 22, 
at the City Hall chambers. Letters 
announcing the date were mailed last 
week and stockholders should have 
teceived the letter, railroad board mem- 
ber Tom Workman said. 


The board has not decided the fate of 
the railroad this summer but instead is 
leaving it up to stockholders for a 
decision, he said. 

The railroad has had its share of 


troubles when, according to court files, 
an Dilinois broker the railroad employed to 
sell its previous engine, Ladybug, made 
off with the sale money. 

Boyne Valley Railroad filed a general 
civil suit against Charles S. Hicks of 
INinois on July'25, 1979. - 

The court file reads that the BVRR. 
entered into an agreement with Hicks to 
tease and find a buyer for the Ladybug 
engine which was owned by the railroad. 

Hicks sold the engine to the Donnelley 


and Sons. Publishing Company of 


Chicago, Ill., for approximately $40,000. 
He allegedly received that amount of 
money, but the BVRR never saw any of it. 

In a pre-trial conference at Charlevoix 
Circuit Court, a judge found Hicks guilty 
and ordered him to pay BVRR the $40,000 
plus interest. 

It will take a while to receive payments 
from Hicks, according to court files, and 
the railroad has not received payment

We congratulate the city of East 
Jordan and City Supt. Herman Rasch 
on the recent opening of their new 
Civic Center, 

Most city residents probably 
thought the old white elephant would 
never be finished. After all, it was 
started in 1940 and not completed 
unti) 1980. 

It certainly had its share of head- 
aches along the way—even in the past 
year. Petitions were signed protesting 
the renovation idea, bids came in too 
high, Rasch was criticized for his 
hiring practices once work was under- 
way, and the price of roller skate 
rental was even criticized once the 
place opened. 


But all of those problems have been 
resolved, and the city now has a 
facility it can be proud of. It has been 
painted brown so no one can call it a 
white elephant any more, and the alley 
by which you enter the building has 
even been renamed Civic Center Lane. 

When the building was unveiled ata 
Memorial Day grand opening cere- 
mony, most people commented that it 
was hard to believe how much was 
accomplished for $70,000. That must 
be a nice feeling for the city council in 
a time when most people complain 
about how little they receive for most 
of their tax dollars. 

It is in keeping with this philosophy 
that a group of local residents has 


started a drive to raise $15,000 
through private sources to equip the 
building with things like tables, 
chairs, games, a sign, records, piano 
and a portable stage. If you'd like to 
help the cause, send your contribution 
to Civic Center Committee, Century 
Club, East Jordan.

The airport is one of the city’s greatest 
assets and is essential for the following 
reasons: 

1. It provides an incentive for new 
industries to settle in Boyne City area. 
More and more businessmen are finding 
it essential to fly as part of their business, 
both for customer contacts and for 
shipment of freight into and out of this 
area. Instead of closing the airport, use it 
to attract more industry. A few good

2. The airport is important to the 
development of the tourist and vacation 
industries. The enclosed photographs 
(sent to the planning commission). show 
the smal! private planes that brought 
vacationing visitors. to Boyne City over 
the Memorial Day holiday. This does not 
include my plane or four other planes that 
J am familiar with that fly into the Boyne 
City airport regularly. This group of 
people contribute heavily to the tax base 
and economy of Boyne City and use very 
little of its services and none of the school 
taxes they pay. If | am typical of the 
people who fly into Boyne City, each of 

the 12 planes shown in this photo 
contributes approximately $2,000 per 
year in combined city and county taxes. If 
this represents one-third of the people 
that fly in regularly, this amounts to

helping Boyne City prosper. 

3. Charlevoix Airport gets a lot of its 


resolve our problems. We could even use 
our former council members as an 
advisory panel.

As a part-time resident and business 
man who is considering making my next 
business expansion in Boyne City, I urge 
you to reject this portion of the master 
plan. Closing of the airport will cause me 
to cancel my consideration of Boyne City

Wouldn't you like to sell me and others 
like me a site on the north edge of the 
airport rather than force me to Gaylord, 
Harbor Springs, Charievoix or other 
similar areas?

has made this Artrain visit a reality. 

They accomplished the monumental 
task of coordinating the efforts of more 
than 300 people who are participating 
directly in the Artiain visit and related 
festivities, =. 

The steering committee: “has ‘met 
weekly. since October, 1979. Late in the 
summer, the city of Boyne City was 
contacted by Artrain Community Coordi- 
nator Jim Patterson. Boyne City had been 


chosen as a host for Artrain in 1980. It 


was necessary for the city commission to 
appoint a steering committee to make the 
arrangements, 

Members of the steering committee 
met for the first time in October. They 
were assigned these responsibilities: Gail 
Toffolo, general chairman; Betty Adgate, 
education; Mary Greetis, festival; . Ed 
Thurston, facilities; Carol McTaggart, 
promotion; and Tim Clifton, finance. 

In the fall, steering committee mem- 
bers attended a workshop. in Lansing. 
There with other committee members 
from around the state they learned the 
extent of their duties and ways in which 
they could successfully carry them out. 

MONEY WAS TIGHT... 

The first objective was to collect money 
to finance the train’s five-day visit. The 
Artrain staff suggested that $2,500 was a 
reasonable goa! to shoot for. So, armed 
with the fund-raising techniques recom- 
mended by the Artrain staff, the steering 

-committee wrote letters to area busi- 
nesses asking for a specific amount of 
money to be donated. 

The letter got both favorable and 
unfavorable results. The committee 
members collected about $1,400 of the 
$2,500 needed, but some business people 
were a bit put off that they were asked to 
give a specific amount of money. 

‘‘No one knew where the economy in 
Michigan was going at the time,’’ said 
Gail Toffolo. ‘‘People would say they 


wanted to help, but they just couldn't 
donate money.”’ 

In fact, up until mid-May, the Artrain 
Steering committee had collected just 
$200 over the money necessary to pay for 
the $595 Artrain electrical generator fee, 
insurance, room and board for the Artrain

staff, and miscellaneous fixed expenses. 
‘‘We weren't going to be able to cover 
our expenses for the Art Carnival, 
publicity or the opening ceremonys,”’ 
Toffolo said. 


...<BUT OTHER DONATIONS HELPED 

That's where the ‘‘in-kind’’ donations 
helped the committee. The project 
budget was lowered from $2,500 to 
$2,000 because of donations such as 
publicity, a building for the opening 
ceremony, site preparation, flowers for 
the site, food and beverages for the 
opening ceremonies, helium for the Art 
Carnival balloons, a discount on motel 
rates, and free artistic services -- to 
mention a few. 

Over 70 individuals, businesses and 
service organizations have made dona- 
tions to the Artrain steering committee.

site, Ed Thurston told the Artrain 
steering committee that they could use 
the main Boyne Valley Railroad track 
next to the Depot Restaurant. ‘‘The 
location is perfect,’ said Toffolo. 

Ray Street will be closed from Lake 
Street to Park Street to form a pedestrian 
arcade. 

How was the Artrain going to get to 
Boyne City? Here was another question 
that had to be answered, Michigan 
Northern Railroad could get it to Boyne 
Falls, but how was the committee going 


to get the train into Boyne City? 

The Boyne Valley Railroad was very 
cooperative, but they weren't sure they 
would have an engine by June Ml to bring 
the train to Boyne City. 

Someone came up with the idea of 
using a trackmobile and bringing the 
train in car by car. When the local 
steering committee checked with state 
Artrain officials to see if this would be 
possible, they found out that the Artrain 
would have to be rewired to make it 
possibile to have it brought in car by car. 

Artrain agreed to rewire the train, so 
the Boyne Valley Railroad would have the 
option of using either a locomotive or a 
trackmobile. 

‘It's a good thing that they rewired 
it,’’ said Toffolo, ‘because it appears 
that we will be bringing the train in car by 
car.” 

COMMUNITY EFFORT 

Raising money, and working out site 
and logistical problems weren't the only 
hard situations the steering committee 
had to. handle to make the Artrain visit a 
reality. They've had to do a massive job 
of coordinating. 

‘It was our concept that the Artrain 
was a community-wide activity and we 
wanted people from ail different groups 
in Boyne City to work together for it to be 
Boyne City's Artrain. 

So we hesitated to give any one group 
sole responsibility for an activity. We 
didn’t want this to be a way for clubs to 
expand their own names in the commu- 
nity; rather we wanted it to be a way for 
Boyne City as a whole to polish its own 
apple. At first this was a hard concept for 
us to get across and we had some 
misunderstandings. 

‘But now there are over 300 people 
who have in some way been involved with 
Artrain’s visit,’’ Toffolo continues. ‘‘Al- 


though this is a project sponsored by 
Boyne City, it isn't a steering committee 
project or a city project. I really am proud 
of the broad-based con nunity support 
which has made the Artrain visit a reality. 
1] hope everyone comes to enjoy it."’
